To te Editor of the ‘Oumna Man.”

&n,—While ‘reading tho interesting 
sketches of ‘Village Life in Ohina’ which are 
appearing in yuur paper, I could not help 
thinking that we can scarcely with good 
grace point the finger of reproach at China, 
at leatin the matter of village ruads, for 
our own are in s shameful condition and 
little better than those of China’ I know 
that along the faca of the hill a network of 
splendid roads has been constructed, that 
infact wherever Eyropean houses are and 


European influence has been brought to / 


baar on the Public Works Department, there 
is little te complain of in the way of roads. 
But itis quite otherwise with those parts of 
the Colony which are almost purely Chinese, 
Take Kowloon forexample. A good road has 
bean constructed where the few European 
houses are built, but no roads wortby of 
the name exist elsewhere. Tha villages of 
Hungham, Yau-ma-ti, BMongkok, &e., ato 
rapidly developing, but they are develop- 
ing, not in virtue of the encouragement 
given to them, but in spite of the ob- 
stacles that are thrown in their way, 
There can be uo doubt that if proper r. ads 
were made in the Kowloon peningula be- 
tween the villages, tho deyelopment would 
bs greatly accelerated, and that soon the 
money expondod would be se-couped by 
land sales, Tho making of good, roads 
would also tend to increase the tranquility 
of tho district, for itis difficult to auy-poss 
that the recent pasca of robbery on Kow- 
loon would have been possible wera tho 
peninsula opened up by the construction of 
yood roats,, J think in the very neap 

‘uture, seeing the possibilities of commer- 
cial development and the advantages which 
Kowloon may offer in ‘the way of health, i 
may become a question whether the shoot 
ing ranges must not give place to the march 
of industry. They are a great hindrance to 
thefreo communioation between the villages, 
L hayo ho doubt some other place might be 

at about as convenient for the * ahootiste’ 
&9 Kowloon.—Your'a,

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THE LOSS OF A SEAMAN FROM 
, THN .CHAZEE..

Ghazee, who waa washed overboard on the 
20th ult. while the vessel waa ina typhoon.

Archibald Scutland,mnaster of the Ghaze, 
anid—We left Ningapure on 23rd Sept., 
bound to Hongkong with » cargo of sugar. 
Alter the 28th we had strong W. N, W. 
wind, which -kept iuerensing till it gave 
indication of a typhoon. The engines were 
slowad at eight o'clock, course N. No EL 
The wind kept steady in the same direc- 
tion and increasing till the typhcon was at its 
height on the following morning. About 
nins o'clock the chief officer reported to me 
that thero was a man overboard. The seas 
at the time were gning right over the ship, 
and the ship lying on hor beam ends. 
atopped the engines and the chif officer 
threw a life-buoy. There was a quantity 
of wreckage floating which had boon washed 
overboard, aud kept drifting away from us. 
The ship at the time was stenming with 
only one boiler, the fires on the starboard 
side having been put out. The engines 
wore stopped for some timo ands number 
of the craw kept a lookout for tho man in 
tho water but could not.sce him. Tho 
ship’s bead folt off and we got into the 
trough of the sca and the seas wore coming 
right over the storn. The ship wea labour- 
ing 80 heavily that the port tires were also 
put out. The typhoon ceased about eleven 
o'clock with thick rain and heavy confused 
sea, the barometer going. down, Le was 
calm until about two p.m: The wind 
came dgnin: but from the 8.2. arid blew 
if possible with’ gréater fury than before 
until about six o'clock, whon the baromater 
began to rise and the weather began to 
moderate. It kept moderating, and noxt 
dey we had strong Nv E. monseon. It was 
from the bridge deck that Wilkins fell over- 
board, ‘The weather at the time would not 
have permittéd the lowering of a boat even 
if the man had been seen. When I realised 
that wa were geting. into.c dyphovuthero 
wag no room to go tu the south-east to 
avoid it. We wero then about ‘fifty miles 
to the north of the Paracels, 

W.Q. Metcalfe, chief officer of the Ghazee, 
said—On the 29th ult., 1 was on tho after, 
pert of the bridge deck and had two- 
seamen (Will ina and Kerr) with me, one of 
whom was Wilkivs, We were trying to 
secure the after davit of the. starboard 
lifoboat which was swinging round and 
round. While this was being nitempted £ 
saw a large sea coming and sung-out to the 
two men to Jookuut and ran to windward. 
When I turned round again I heard Kerr 
sing out ‘Man overboard,’ and I saw 
Wilkins had been. washed: sverbuard. 
I mw him if the water: Topaw Kerr 
throw a ropi’s end to him. 1. went 
along the bridya deck as fost ne f 
could, crying out ‘Mon ovorboard.’. ‘The 
Captain was standing at the chart room 
door.and immediately telegraphed to ctop 
the engines. Whilé he was doing that 4 
gota life beoy and told tha cray to lok 
out forthe man. The ship was going astera 
and no sign of the men could ba gy 
engines were stopped for about:

SAD DEATH OF THE LANDGRAVE 
OF HESSE. 


Wo givo bolew some partioulars with re- 

uard to the atrange disappearance of H.R. 
'1, Prince Frederick Willinm, Landgrave of 
Hesse, while on a voyage from Batnvia to 
Singaporo. We do not profyas tu deter- 
;tuine whether the Prince commited suicide 
or not, but it is only right ta say that the 
laccount of the Singapore free Press waa 
supplied from an official source and that 
naturally the facta aro pat inthe best Light 
possible. “The Pree Press saya — 

We regret to learn of tho disappearance of 
4. RH. the Landgravu of (case during the 
voyage of the 3.3, Volga, chich waa convey- 
ing the prinee and his-suito tu Singapore, 
under circumstances that luave no room for 


doubt whatever os to the death of His 


Royal Highness: Wo are furnished with 
the subjuined details of this very sad oc- 
currones. #, &. ., who had been fora 
long time travelling in the tropics, -had in 
the course of his wanderings reached Jnva. 
While its Batavia he hud suffered very mach 
from the intense heat that has Iatoly 
prevailed there. On this account it was 
thought best that he should leave Batavia, 
and it was pr pused to yo tu Singapore and 
thence ocither to Siam, in continuation of 
the plan of his travels, or, should he 
not feol better, on direct to Buropo. 
However about the 11th and 12th Oc-

A cool and airy 
eobin had been selected for him on that 
side of the vessol that would recoive the 
refreshing breeze of the North-east mon- 
avon. H. GB. accordingly retired 
after having given his servant’ diree- 
tions to wahen him at Ga.m. Punctual- 
ly at that. hour the servant came and 
found the Landgrave still asleep. The 
servant returned at 8 quarter to saven, but 
A. R.A. merely made ao sign that he did 
nob want to be disturbed, Thia was report- 
ed to Baron von Hugo, who said that the 
sleep would do him gevd. At 9 a.m. the 
steward heard him cough, and Jater at a 
quarter to. oleven the servant who was al- 
ways on guard at the duor of the cabin heard. 
AB. RH. again coughing Baron son 
Buge directed the servant to stay there till 
His Royal Highness called him at half-past 
one o'clock, Baron von Hugo asked the 
servant if H.R. A. was still asteep. ‘The 
latter replied ‘that ho did nut know, but 
that H. R, EL bad not yet called him. 
The Baron then directed him to enter the 
cabin quietly-and see if H. KR. H. was still 
asleep. It was nut singular that he should 
sleep se long, as ho often did that, sapeci- 
ally at séa, When the servant entered the 
cabin he immediately exclaimed ‘The. bed 
is empty!
